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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant 
claims are allowable over the prior art of record, because the prior art is silent to a 
bipolar plate comprising a fluid barrier and a sealing frame includes a first gasket to 
provide a sealing surface between an anode side of the bipolar plate and a first 
membrane and electrode assembly, a second gasket to provide a sealing surface 
between a cathode side of the bipolar plate and a second membrane and electrode 
assembly, and a third gasket to provide a sealing surface between the cathode sealing 
frame and the anode sealing frame.
